Germany is making a tremen- 
‘|dous ‘effort to ‘increase her war 


Fuehrer, announced the begin- 
ning of the Fouth Efficiency Cam- 
paign of German enterprises. .

Semi-Starvation In 
Occupied Countries 


One result of the Nazi system 
of removing all foad-stuffs from 
occupied territories and trans- 
porting them to Germany is al- 
ready seen in occupied Holland 
and Belgium. The populations tn 
both of these countries are already 
in a state of half-starvation. There 
is no -bread, no butter, eggs, or 
neat, for even the cattle has been 
slaughtered and the meat sent tu 
Germany. Daily,’ new soup kit- 
chens are being opened tc ‘feed 
the population, for. without this 
aid, the people would be ‘literally 
starving. -Soon the world may 
be faced with the spectacle of a 
famine in the Low Countries. 

“Hitler’s Stock High 

Following the recent victories of 
the German. Army, the Hitler 
myth, which had hitherto been 
somewhat weakened, is again 
coming” into fashion. Goering, 
speaking to .a German Press 
gathering. recently, pointed out
